2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,11, 
12, 22 and 23 are patentable over the prior art patents and printed publications because 
of the optical scanning apparatus includes a light emitting laser diode, and a cylindrical 
holding member for holding the laser diode, wherein the holding member is formed of a 
resin having thermal conductivity equal or greater than 0.7 w/m°K and includes heat
